Capt. Stanley's Evidence 

Captain Stanley Lord of the Cali- 
furnian said <hat he had followed the 
sea for twenty years, He had the 
log of the Californian with him and 
read from the record, The entries in- 
cluded several references to ice bergs. 

“Did you try to get into communi- 
cation with ‘he Titanic on Sunday 
night?” asked Senator Smith. 

“Yes, sir, about 10:15 that night, 
ship’s time. We told him we were 
surrounded by ice and had stopped.” 

“Did the Titanic answer that mes- 
sage?"

Two small stores belonging to Mrs, 
Boyer, in close proximity to the mill, 
were destroyed, the
